When you operate WBOWPO , 
and wish to send club QSL cards, fill one out and leave it in the "Out" mail box. 
Bill Dews, K6AWO, our new club QSL Manager, will see that it gets mailed and the 
club will pay postage. A brand new 1968 call book is in the shack for your 
convenience. Also, we have acquired a full set of FCC Rules and Regulations 
covering Amateur, CB and emergency operations. This will be maintained in the 


shack.
